In the face of. widespread predic- 
tion that Tammany Chief John F. 
Curry and the other borough leaders 
would back Walker in a vindication 
campaign, John H. McCooey, Brook- 
ae, leader and one of Curry’s allies, 
said: 

“It is not fully decided yet wheth- 
er Mayor Walker will run for re-elec- 
tion this coming election.” 

The opposition of three of the five 
borough leaders could prevent Walker 
from seeking re-election as the regular 
democratic candidate, even if he so 
desired. 

McCooey was the only one of the 
five who commented. Secretary of 
State Edward J. Flynn, Roosevelt 
campaign aide and leader in the 
Bronx, McKee’s borough, could not be 
reached. 

Although the debonair ex-mayor has 
not definitely stated he would seek re- 
election, his statement that he would 
submit his case “to the people” was 
interpreted as meaning he would run. 

_The question most discussed in the 
city hall, in political headquarters and 
on the streets was whether McKee 
has assumed the mayor's toga for four 
months or 16, 

City Clerk Michael J. Cruise, a 
Tammany district leader, certified to 
the board of elections today that the 
office of mayor is “vacant” and 
should be filled at the general election 
in November.

“The laboring man is essential to 
state and national progress. There 
is dignity in labor. Trace the pen of 
any labor editor in Georgia and it will 
be found advancing education, main- 
taining good morals, advocating the 
majesty of the law, spreading religion, 
espousing- philanthropy, promoting in- 
dustry and developing resources. 

“The patriotism of the laboring man 
has ben attested by the valor, heroism 
and sacrifices he has displayed in the 
wars of the country, and by his fidel- 
ity in time of peace. 

“He believes that no brighter jewel 
than the public school sparkles in the 
diadem of Georgia, and he maintains 
that education is the chief pillar which 
supports the whole structure of gov- 
ernment, and he knows that education 
promotes home ownership.

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WALKER QUITS. 

The resignation of Mayor James 
J. Walker, of New York, brings to 
a close the hearings being held be- 
fore Governor Roosevelt and fore- 


Stalls what was generally conceded 
to be certain removal from office. 

In a public statement accompany- 
ing his resignation, Walker is bit- 
terly critical of the manner in 
which the Albany hearing has been 
conducted, especially in alleged di- 
gressions from legal procedure in 
court hearings. 

It is impossible from the very 

nature of the protest to avoid the 
cenclusion that the picturesque 
New York chief executive was rely- 
ing for a successful defense against 
the charges he faced on recourse 
to those technicalities of law which 
not only cause long delays in our 
courts but are resorted to in the 
effort to prevent the introduction 
of damaging evidence. 
From the start of the Albany 
hearings it has been evident that 
Governor Roosevelt was determined 
they should be devoted to the dis- 
covery of the real facts surround- 
ing Walker's administration of the 
affairs of his office and not merely 
a display of legal fireworks. No 
soonér had this become apparent 
than Mayor Walker’s counsel 
started the heated protests which 
marked practically every session. 


There will be universal approval 
of the stand of Governor Roose- 
velt, and his position, not only in 
New York but the country over, 
will be strengthened. , 

What he loses from 
trangement in New York city will 
be many times overcome by re- 
cruits gained outside of Walker's 
personal following in New York 
city, and throughout the state. 

Mayor Walker’s resignation leaves 
the definite impression that he is 
unwilling to face the facts. 

Soon after the Hofstadter commit-

tee got to work the mayor's finan- 
cial secretary disappeared, and with 
him the records of many of the 
financial transactions being probed. 
During all the investigation the 
committee met with a skilfully dis- 
guised but none the less determined 
concealment of vital information. 

In view of the these efforts it 
is not surprising that 
Roosevelt insisted that he be pre- 
sented with all available facts. Had 
he done otherwise he would have 
immediately become the target of 
attack for republican spokesmen 
and newspapers over the country, 
who have been eagerly awaiting the 
opportunity to charge him with 
misconduct of the hearings, based 
on fear of political vengefulness. 

The fearless manner in which the 
governor insisted upon hewing to 
the line in the evidence presented 
to him, despite the growing irri- 
tation of Walker and his counsel, 
has not only spiked the guns with 
which the republicans hoped to at- 
tack him, but gives indisputable 
proof that political exigencies play 
no part in Roosevelt’s discharge of 
official duty.

TURKEY STAGING “COMEBACK.” 

European advices indicate that 
Turkey, which was reduced to the 
position of a third-rate power by 
the World War, is now attempting 
an economic “comeback” with the 
assistance of two of the powers 
which aided in accomplishing its 
political downfall. 

As a result of the war Turkey 
was deprived of the immense wealth 
of Arabia and subsequently the 
riches of Mosul. Where it had ruled 


eastern Europe and all the near 
east its territory and influence was 
so restricted that it became of little 
more power than the alien terri- 
tories which it had dominated for 
centuries. | 

Now, with the backing of Moscow 
on one side and Rome on the other, 
steps are being taken to convert the 
country into an industrial nation to 
control the marts of the cities over 
which it once held physical con- 


Already Kemal Pasha has secured 
a credit of 17,000,000 rubles from 
the soviets for the purchase of ma- 
chinery. Large groups of soviet 
engineers, architects and builders 
have arrived in Turkish cities to aid 
in mapping out the program. 

Formal visits of Turkey’s foreign 
minister to Moscow and Rome have 
resulted, it is reported, in the com- 
pletion of detailed plans by which 
it is hoped that Turkish factories, 
financed by Russia and Italy, will 
be able to freeze the United States, 
England, Germany and France out 
of the rich commercial fields of the 
near east. These visits have been 
returned by Foreign Ministers Lit- 
vinoff and Grandi and nothing now 
remains to be done but to trans- 
mute Turkish shepherds, Kurdish 


chants into efficient engineers and 
technicians.

When Jesus urged His disciples to 
“consider” the wayside flowers He 
was commending a source of inspira- 
tion which we, city dwellers, too often 
neglect. The parables show clearly 
with how observant an eye He had 
noted each detail of the amazing sun- 
lit Galilean landscape. For to Him 
nature was sacramental; things seen 
must be pondered until they disclosed 
their message of things unseen. 

The uniformity of nature, as in the 
punctual budding of blossoms and the 
regular unfoldment of leaves, reveal- 
ed to Him God as a law. The pur- 
ple beauty of the anemones by the 
wayside and in the craggy fissures 
of the Judean rocks signified abiding 
love. Even a sparrow, He once 
averred, could not fall to the re 
unheeded by the Heavenly ather, 
and not even the least of the little 
ones was forgotten before God. 

Jesus felt the pathos of human 
desire and of the tremendous strug- 
gles that humanity was facing before 
it was to attain the stage 0 which 
His spiritua! predecessors, like Isaiah, 
had seen the dim vision: “when no 
man shall hurt or destroy another 
man.” But He also felt the strength 
that was to be derived from contact 
with the humblest of God's crea- 
tures, both animate and inanimate. 
How many good resolves have not 
been made in a quiet garden, by a 
lonely roadside, or in evenings by 
the flicker of Heaven’s candles, those 
eternal lamps in the mansions of the 
Lord? - 

When Jesus was worn out by men's 
demands upon Him and disheartened 
by the delay in cen gn agg of 
the Kingdom that was within them, 
it was His custom fo go apart to 
some solitude of the hills, where the 
sense of the Divine Power in and 
around Him might gain new strength, 
where He saw’ the presence and the 
nearness of God in.every glass blade 
and He discerned the whispering of 
the still small voice in the soft rus- 
tle of palms stirred by the perfumed 
breezes from Sharon. 

Men in our time seldom acknowl- 
edge the divine element in their per- 
ceptions of nature. But you and a 
and all of us, have heard it said, or 
we have said it ourselves after a 
short visit to the woods, or rivers, 
or pastures, that “the change has 
done us “good.” What has happened 
is this: men and women come back 
from those tranquill charms purified 
by beauty. They voice it differently 
than Jesus did. Perhaps they do not 
voice their sentiments at all.

It is much 
the same as though you were contem- 
plating trying your remedy on the dog.

ter than a dog when it comes to a 
question of plying the young one with 
medicine, 

The second and third dose of physic 
are worse than the first. A fairly 
healthy baby might get over the first 
dese all right and suffer no lasting 
injury. But when you follow up your 
attack, blow upon blow, almost any 
infant will succumb and _ thereafter 
the internal machinery will require 
pretty regular castor oiling or else it 
won't work to suit the old women of 
the neighborhood at all. And surely 
you would not have a baby around the 
place that doesn’t conform to the 
whims of the neighborhood  busy- 
bodies, would you. dumb ones? 

A contributing factor of the consti- 
pation habit in infancy is inadequate 
feeding—too weak a modified milk

If the presidential election in New 
York state is close, the New York 
city. vote may decide whether the 
state’s 47 electoral votes go to Presi- 
dent Hoover or Governor Roosevelt. 

If the election throughout the na- 
tion is close, the winning or losing of 
those 47 votes may decide who the 
next president is to be. 

James A. Farley, Roosevelt-Garner 
campaign manager, has several times 
predicted his candidates will carry 
this state, but has also expressed a 
belief they could win without New 
York’s 47 votes. 

To this claim, leaders at the repub- 
lican eastern headquarters have re- 
plied that, without New York, “Roose- 
velt is defeated.” 


Tammany Hall opposed Roosevelt 
at Chicago and cast the majority of 
its votes for “Al’ Smith.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—(UP)— 
Samuel Seabury, counsel for the Hof-

TAKES UP DUTIES 


Erstwhile Teacher of 
Classical Languages Suc- 
ceeds Witty Irishman. 


BY ALBERT W. WILSON. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—(4)—A 
scholarly Scot today took over the 
duties laid aside by one of the world’s 
best-known Irish wits. 
Joseph Vincent McKee walked into 


the city hall, took off his coat and 
started work as the mayor of New 
York city. When James J. Walker 
resigned last night, McKee, who was 
president of the board of aldermen, 
was automatically elevated to the po- 
sition of mayor. He came to work 
at 9 a. m. and left at 5 p. m. 


McKee said he was “exceedingly 
sorry’ about the Walker resignation, 
referred to himself as “acting mayor” 
and plunged immediately into the 
problems of city government, mainly 
the work of cutting down the budget. 

The third mayor since the World 
War, McKee is far removed in char- 
acter from the fiery John F. Hylan 
(1918-1926) and the effervescent 
Walker (1926-1932). As _ president 
of the board of aldermen, he has often 
been outspoken in disagreeing with the 
policies of Walker. 

The two—McKee and Walker— 
present a striking contrast. About 
the same height, McKee is more rug- 
ged than his slim predecessor. He 
dresses trimly but without the dash 
that always characterized Walker's at- 
tire. 

Gradvate of Fordham University in 
1913 with degrees of A. B., A. M., 
LL. B. and LL. D., McKee taught 
Greek and Latin for the next three 
yeare at Fordham and English for 
three years more at a high school. 

McKee got his start in politics while 
serving on a churek committee. A 
barber in the congregation was dying 
and wanted to become a citizen before 
he passed away. Friends suggested 
that McKee see Arthur Murphy, 
Bronx county chairman, which he did, 
and the barber was furnished his final 
papers. Some time later Murphy, 
now dead, came around to see McKee 
and persuaded him to run for state 
assemblyman, 

McKee was elected in 1917 and each 
year for six years was re-elected. In 
1924 Governor Smith appointed him 
justice of the city of New York. He 
was returned to that bench by the 
biggest vote of any judiciary candi- 
date that year. 

A year later he became the demo- 
cratic candidate for president of the 
board of aldermen and has served in 
that office ever since. He is an early 
riser, meets appointments promptly, 
works long hours and has not had a 
vacation in two years. 

“Ridiculously overdone” was the Mc- 
Kee verdict on Walker’s welcoming 
spectacles on Broadway for channel 
swimmers, aviators and other city 
visitors.

_ the mind, so-called, of man. 

I have heard Joseph Jacobs tell of that trip to Co- 
lumbus. Joseph Jacobs, puffing cigar smoke, insists 
that when he called off the firht on the very eve of the 
scheduled date, the K. K. K. and its affiliated aux- 
iliaries, if any, paraded about the streets. 


And Joseph Jacobs insists that every time he opened his 
hotel room door he saw hooded specters in the hallway. And 


that when he awoke the next morning he saw sinister looking 
men posted about his hotel. And that when he finally was over- 
awed and went on with the fight, he found grim men sitting 
about the ringside with guns showing under their coats. These, 
Says Joseph Jacobs, so bewildered Harry Ertle, the referee, that 
he was all confused and gave three separate decisions. 


But J. E. Humes, who is a Columbus businessman 

and who also owns the springs and hotel here, was one 

of those who underwrote the $8,500 guarantee which 

Joe Jacobs and his man Friday were to get for kicking 

over a Georgia schoolboy. 

And he was in the hotel room when the fight was called 
off and then called on. And he says, and I’m sure he’s correct, 
that Joe Jacobs has embellished or garnished the event with all 
the trappings of the Klan and sinister men with guns because it 
makes an amusing story and does not make him look so bad 
on the play. 


NO FORCE USED OR SUGGESTED. 
Now, Joseph Jacobs is a very smart and shrewd man. And 
he has got lots of publicity in the east on his trip south with 
Mike McTigue. So much so that it is generally accepted by the 


boys up there that the sheeted hosts of the now defunct Klan) 


did ride. And that Joe Jacobs was served his breakfast by a two- 
gun man and all that sort of thing. 

Mr. Humes makes Mike McTigue look very good in 
the story. And he says that one of Jacobs’ scouts and 
Tex Rickard were to blame for the fight being called off. 

It seems that Joe Jacobs and his man Friday were looking 
about for a piece of easy change when the Columbus offer was 
made. And they snapped it up. 

But after the training had got started Tex Rickard, 
the then master of Madison Square Garden, called Joe 
Jacobs on the telephone and harangued him some $35 
worth of long distance haranguing. The gist of it was 
that he was a sucker to be letting his man brawl in Co- 
lumbus for $8,500 when he could get $50,000 or more 
from the Garden. 

This made Joe Jacobs very sick indeed because he looks to 
his profits as a man should. And $8,500 subtracted from $50,- 
000 or more leaves quite a deficit. 

And one of Joe Jacobs’ scouts watched the 18-year- 
old Stribling work and came back with the report that 
Mike McTigue might drop his title and get not more 
than $8,500, a mere pittance in those days, for drop- 
ping same. . 

All of which contributed to Joe Jacobs’ misery. And so, 
with special trains ready to depart from Birmingham, Atlanta 
and Macon the morning of the fight, Joe Jacobs waited until 
the night before and then called things off, saying that Mike 
McTigue had hurt his thumb. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 

“It was very easy to get up $8,500 in those days,’’ said Mr. 
Humes, ‘“‘and the money was underwritten and in the bank. But 
Joe Jacobs would not go get it. He kept saying that he was 
in no hurry for his money. 

‘“‘The evening papers on the day before the fight had 
everything all set. But that night Jacobs called things off. 

“The next morning I went around there with the commit- 
tee,”’ continued Mr. Humes. ‘‘There were just three of us. Mc-

“Paul Jones and Jim Key were talking with McTigue. He} 
seemed to really want to go on with the fight. But Jacobs kept | 
arguing with him. 2 

“Finally, McTigue said he would fight. This was 
about noon. Jacobs tried to get him not to, but Mike 
said he was going on with it. It was too late to get the 
special trains started out of Macon, Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham. And hundreds of cars had come in that morn- 
ing and left when the report was that the fight was off. 

We called as many as we could and there was a great 

crowd at the fight even without the others. 

“There was a great hand for McTigue because the word 
had got around that he -had defied Jacobs and gone on with | 
the fight without his permission. He got almost as good a hand | 
as Stribling. 

“But McTigue was scared of that boy. He was a 
great defensive boxer and he stayed in his shell all the 
fight. Stribling really out-fought him.

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-Presentments of the Fulton 
County Grand Jury 


Georgia, Fulton County. 
To the Superior Court of Said County: 

This grand jury, selected and sworn 
for the July term of 1932, submits 
to the court the following general pre- 
sentments on its investigations during 
the current term and requests’ the 
court to order publication of the whole 
of these presentments in the three 
daily Atlanta newspapers: 

(1) There was a time when our city 
and county governments were able to 
operate within their respective in- 
comes, Without restricting the growth 
of the community by imposing burden- 
some taxes, all necessary public serv- 
jees were provided. Today the cost 
of government is beyond the ability of 
the people to pay. Extravagant de- 
mands for public service and waste- 


ful administration in public office are’ 


responsible for this situation. We 
must return 
and economical administration of our 
public affairs, gauge our demands for 
public services according to our abil- 
ity to pay and live strictly within our 
income. Those occupying public of- 
fice must realize at all times that they 


are servants of the people and must) 


conduct their offices accordingly. 
There should be no spoils of office in 
our community. The greatest achieve- 
ment of a publie official should be to 


point with truth to an efficient and | 


economical administration of the af- 
fairs of his office. 

(2) Further reductions must _ be 
made in salaries of department heads 
of our county government. Reductions 
' recently made are insufficient. ‘There 
is no sound reason why the taxpayers 
of Fulton county should compensate 
their county officials disproportion- 
ately to the compensation received by 
executives in the business world oc- 
cupying somewhat similar positions. 
Excepting only the judges of our su-
